SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY

I,  Pat  Lowman,  will  and  bequeath  my  ability  to  type  to  Joan 
Hettler. 

I,  Curtis  Richardson,  will  and  bequeath  my  safe  driving  to 
Byron  Jamison. 

I,  Betty  Richard,  will  and  bequeath  my  ability  to  go  steady 
to  Joan  Hettler. 

I,  Merl  Tinkey,  will  and  bequeath  my  size  to  Harold  Ritter. 

I,  Sue  Rickel,  will  and  bequeath  my  typing  speed  to  the 
Junior  boys  and  my  ability  to  get  along  with  the  referees  to  Mr, 
Bunnell.

BASKETBALL 

The  Hawks  of  B.  H.  S,  wound  up  a  very  successful  season  with 
a  record  of  ten  wins  and  eleven  loses.

The  starting  line-up  generally  included  Jones  and  Gagnon, 
playing  the  forward  positions,  Tinkey,  center,  and  Jamison  and 
Polk  holding  down  guard  positions*  Awaiting  instant  notice  for 
action  were  two  other  capable  boys,  Ferrara  and  Scott.  Missing 
from  the  Burket  roster  after  three  games  was  Gene  Day,  a  senior 
who  missed  varsity  action  as  a  result  of  an  arm  injury.
